Says His Reason for Deposing Penrose 
McLain Was Because the Lat-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. President 
Roosevelt indicated to-day his intention to 
stand by the Quay organization in Pennsyl- 
vania as against the Independent Repub- 
licans. The statement was made to Rep- 
resentative James R. Young of Pennsyl- 
vania, who visited the White House with 
Major John M. Carson,’ as a committee of 
the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick of Phila- 
delphia. Their purpose was to present reso- 
lutions on the death of President McKinley 
and express confidence in President Roose- 
velt. 

During t conversation the President 
asked Mr, Young what Pensylvanians 
thought of the announcement that William 
MeCoach was to be appointed Collector of 
Internai Revenue. McCoach is a strong 
Quay man, and has been selected to suc- 
ceed Penrose McLain, who supported the 
Independent Republican ticket against the 
Quay-Ashbridge machine at the recent elec- 
tion. Mr. Young said that Republicans 
generally were delighted with it. 

‘**T am giad to hear it,’”’ said the Presi- 
dent, adding that the matter of getting 
good men for office was not so easy as it 
might seem. 

They must be not only good men, he said, 
but stalwart Republicans. He was deter- 
mined not to appoint any bolters to office, 
and his only reason for putting McLain out 
of office, he said, was because of his action 
in bolting the regular ticket. There had 
been no charges against McLain.

EXECUTOR DEMANDS $75,000. 


FE. K. Mead Claims That Amount from 
Solomon Mead’s Estate.

GREENWICH, Conn., Jan. 15.—Clipping 
coupons from bonds must have been the oc- 
cupation of Fred K. Mead ofgNew York, 
executor of the estate of the late Solomon 
Mead of Greenwich, to judge from his ac- 
counting, filed late this afternoon in the 
Greenwich Probate Court. The estate was 
valued at more than $1,000,000, and the ex- 
ecutor puts in a claim of $75,000 for fees, 
besides bills for other expenses, among 


which are $5,000 for legal fees, $3,030 for 
clerk hire, and $1,050 for office rent. 

The Probate Court’s fees were only 
$350, and the general expenses were SS4,- 
511.28. The estate was inventoried three 
years ago at $652,820.39, and debts amount- 
ing to $28,588 were paid later. Most of the 
estate was in bonds of all kinds, and these 
have since brought in the sum of $401,- 
025.51. This makes the total amount more 
than $1,000,000, 

The will provided that the property 
should be divided into shares, these to be 
divided among the testator’s seven chil- 
dren and numerous organizations, among 
which are the American Home Missionary 
Society, American Home Missionary Asso- 
ciation, and American Tract Society, all of 
New York; the American College and Edu- 
eational Society, American Congregational 
Union, American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions, American Board of 
Foreign Missions, all of Boston; the Mount 
Holyoke Seminary of South Hadley, Mass.; 
the President and Fellows of Yale College, 
Lincoln University of Chester, Penn.; the 
American Sunday School Union of Phila- 
delphia, and the Greenwich Churches and 
Reading Room. 

Mr. Mead was a poor boy, but acquired 
his wealth by saving. He led a very unos- 
tentatious life, but once took a trip to 
California in his old age, and wrote a book 
about it. He was over eighty when he died. 

Now that the accounting has been filed,

Electric power as a substitute for steam 
in the Park Avenue tunnel for all local or 
suburban trains and the construction of @ 
loop underneath the Grand Central Station 
for the use of the suburban traffic exclu- 
sively—these are the main points of the im- 
provement plans which were adopted yes- 
terday by the Board of Directors of the 
New York Central Railroad. ;

JUF IN THE TUNNEL 
WHERE VICTIMS DIED. 


Cor. er Scholer, After Selecting the 
Jurors, Makes a Close Inspection of 
the Scene of the Disaster. 
Dodging swiftly moving express and local 
trains in the dimly lit tunnel of the New 
York Central Railroad, Coroner Scholer 
and the jury before whom the inquest into 
the death of the seventeen persons killed 
in the recent collision near Fifty-sixth 
Street will be conducted, made a personal 
inspection of the tunnel and the scene of 

the disaster yesterday. 

The twenty-five business men subpoenaed 
by the Coroner, from which number the 
jury was selected, were on hand at the 
Coroners’ office promptly at 9 o’clock in the 
morning. Twelve who owned no stock in 
any of the railroads operating trains in the 
tunnel, who had friends or relatives 
owning such stock, who owned no property 
on Park Avenue, and were not commuters, 
were quickly secured.

Coroner Scholer, before setting out for 
the Grand Central.Station with the jury- 
men, addressed them as follows: 

“You are summoned here, gentlemen, to 
inquire into the disaster in the tunnel of 
the New York Central Railroad near Fifty- 
sixth Street on Wednesday last, which re- 
sulted in the death of seventeen persons. 
it is your duty to ascertain the cause of 
death of these persons and to fix the re- 
sponsibility therefor. Before taking any 
testimony you will visit the scene of the 
accident.”’ 

J. H. Franklin, manager of the Grand 
Central Station, met the jury in his office 
upon their arrival about 11:30. Engine No. 
8, attached to an ordinary passenger car. 
was placed at their disposal. State Rail- 
road Commissioner F. M. Baker, Superin- 
tendent C. H. Platt of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Road, Chief Electri- 
cian Slater, Frank Moss, and O. A. Camp- 
bell, counsel for Wisker, joined the party. 

The trip was made in the eastern passage- 
way of the tunnel, which Manager Franklin 
kept clear of traffic for an hour and a half 
while the inspection was in progress, 

The first stop was at Seventy-second 
Street. The car was not lighted and the in- 
terior was in darkness all the way up. As 
the torpedo set at Seventy-second Street 
exploded some of the jurors jumped ner- 
vously. They were even more nervous when 
they stepped out into the main tunnel to 
observe the white light Engineer Wisker 
says he saw on the day of the wreck, indi- 
cating that the track was clear. 

Foreman Coxford and Mr. Moss took many 
notes. Heavy trains rumbled by in the 
Western chamber of the tunnel, leaving 
clouds of white vapor behind. The white 
signal light was obscured after the passage 
of one train for one minute by Mr. Moss's 
watch. He commented, also, on the greasy 
condition of the rails. Col. Baker noted 
that the lights in the eastern subway were 
totally obscured at times just after a train 
passed. 

Sixty-third Street, where are the green 
signal lights seen by Fireman Fyler. was 
the next point stopped at. The jurors ven- 
tured out into the main passageway here 
and had a lively time jumping from track 
to track to avoid expresses and locals. A

THE INDEMNITY CLAIMS. 


Casualty Insurance Men Estimate that 
the Total for the Disaster Will 
Exceed $120,000. 


When all of the indemnity claims for 
death or injury shall have been paid by the 
accident insurance companies under policies 
carried by persons killed or injured in the 
New York Central disaster in the Park 
Avenue tunnel it is estimated by casualty 
insurance men that the amount thus dis- 
bursed ts likely to exceed $120,000, 

A death claim of $11,000 under a policy 
carried by William Leys, who was killed, 
has been paid by the Preferred Accident 
Insurance Company. The Fidelity and 
Casualty Company has $20,000 pay on 
the life of Frank Washburn, Presi- 
dent of the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany, and $10,000 to pay on the life of 
Albert M. Perrin, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Union Bag and Paper Company. The 
Great Eastern Casualty and Indemnity 
Company has one death claim of $6,000 to 
pay A number of other companies, in- 
cluding the Travelers’ Insurance Company 
ot Hartford, will have several claims to 
pay, some of them being indemnity pay- 
ments for injuries to survivors of the dis- 
aster. 

The losses to the accident insurance com- 
panies are larger and more distributed 
among the casualty offices than in any 
other single disaster for some time. One 
casualty underwriter said yesterday 
in the absence of a record of collated losses 
of all of the companies it is probable that 
this set of losses is the largest within the 
records of many of the companies, The 
accident insurance losses in the Windsor 
Hotel fire on March 17, 1899, were heavy 
for some companies, but most of them lost 
but little then, 

Had the collision occurred an hour earlier 
or two hours later it is said that the proba- 
bilities are that a much smaller number 
of persons carrying accident insurance 
would have suffered in the dis- 
aster, as the regular commuters bound for 
the down town district constitute a con- 
siderable element in the class of persons 
insured against death or injury by acci- 
dent. Business men coming into New York 
every day are far more generally insured 
than the ordinary general passenger. To 
show how far this ts true it is only neces- 
Sary to state’that three of the largest ac- 
cident companies have issued one-third of 
all their policies throughout the United 
States upon persons living in and around 
New York City.

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SENATORS VOTE ON 
THE OSTEOPATH BILL 


Motion to Take It Out of Judiciary 
Committee Lost. 


Measure Said to be Favored by Senator 
Platt Excites Discussion of Bone 
Manipulation and the Art 
of “ Rubbing.”

ALBANY, Jan, 15.—Senator McCabe was 
defeated to-day in his effort to have the 
reference of the Osteopath bill changed 
ftom the Committee on Judiciary to the 
Gommittee on Public Health. When Sena- 
tpr McCabe called up his motion an in- 
tfresting debate ensued between him and 
venator Brackett, during which Senator 
Brackett denied that he had received the 
will from Senator Platt. 

Senator Brackett said that a similar bill 
had been intreduced last year, and had 
been referred to the Judiciary Committee 
without question. The committee had given 
hearings on the bill, and had spent many 
weary hours on its consideration, finally 
concluding not to report it. As the bill 
proposed a change in the general law, he 
thought it entirely proper that it should be 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. 

Senator Brackett, Chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, asked for the Senator's 
reasons for desiring that the bill be trans- 
ferred. 

“It is a bill affecting public 
answered Senator McCabe. “It 
duced for the purpose of securing recogni- 
tion of a certain set called osteopaths who 
pretend to be able to cure disease in some 
occult manner.” 

“These osteopaths,’’ replied 
Brackett, ‘‘rub backs and desire 
thelr rubbing legalized, and we desire that 
if they are to rub they shall rub right, and 
Il don't know but what the Judiciary Com- 
inittee knows enough the subject to 
consider it.’ 

‘It is apparent, Senator 
you are a lawyer and not a aocior,” said 
Senator McCabe. ‘ Osteopathy has noth- 
ing to do with rubbing. lt concerns man- 
ual therapeutics, or joint manipulation. 

“The reason | want the measure tu go 
to the Public Heaith Committee is that 
it gives osteopaths the power of signing 
death certificates and control over con- 
tagious diseases, It is outrageous that they 
should be allowtd ittena smallpox and 
giher equally dangerous contagious dis- 
cases. 

“They are not required to undergo an 
examination by the Negents, nor are they 
required to give satistactory evidence of 
medical knowledge and skill. If the Judic- 
iary Committee is to consider all bills, why 
there is no reason for a Public Health 
Committee or any other committee.” 

“There is an orderly and respectable 
body of people in this State,’ said Senator 
Brackett, “‘who believe in the merits of 
this mode of treatment of disease." 

*Yes,"’ said Senator McCabe, “ there are 
some good, old people in their dotage who 
believe in this humbug as they believe in 
quack medicines."’ 

“The Senator's veiled 
derstood,"’ said Senator Brackett. “I now 
declare that Senator T, C. Platt did not 
hand me this bill, nor has he spoken to me 
about it. | don't know whether or not he 
is a believer in osteopathy, and whether he 
is or not has nothing to do with the case."

3 
the Judges sit about forty weeks, which 
would make ‘the annual expense under the 
Governor's plan $40,000, 

It is estimated that in two years the 
Supreme Court Judges of the First Depart- 
ment, with the assistance of five County 
Judges, would be able to clear up the cal- 
endar. Once this was done there would be 
no demand, it is said, for additional Supreme 
Court Judges. 

The cost of the service of five County 
Judges in the First Department for two 
years would be $80,000. Five additional 
Supreme Court Judges at $17,500 a year 
would cost $87,500. This would be a per- 
manent and, it is said by those who favor 
the Governor's plan, an unneccessary ex- 
pense after the expiration of two years, 
the time it would take to clear the court 
calendar.

ASK NEW HEARING ON 


STATE LUNACY BILL 


Charities Representatives Not No- 
tified Soon Enough. 


Charge that Notices of Late Hearing 
Were Mailed at Last Minute and 
Barely Reached Albany in Time. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 15. Odell’'s State 
Committee in Lunacy bill, providing for the 
abolishment of the Board of Managers at 
the eleven State asylums and the appoint- 
ment of a general Superintendent, may be 
recommitted to the Assembly Committee on 
Judiciary, which reported it favorably last 
evening. If it is not recommitted it is 
practically assured that a joint hearing on 
the bill will be given on Jan. 20, the day 
set by the Senate Committee on Judiciary 
for a hearing upon it. 

The circumstances attending the Assem- 
bly committee's action on the bill have 
aroused something of a scandal. Notwith- 
standing the far-reaching importance of the 
bili and the antagonism which it is known 
to have aroused in charitable cireles, it is 
charged by Edward T. Devine of the United 
Charities Organization of Greater New 
York that the notice of the hearing was 
not mailed to the organization until Mon- 
day night and did not reach him until with- 
in one hour of the time for the departure 
trom New York of the last train which 
would have brought those interested in the 
bill to Albany in time for the hearing. As 
it was, only Mr. Devine, Secretary Brown, 
and Miss Clark, a lady Inspector, were able 
to come to Albany, and they had to come 
without gripsacks. 

Ihe Republican who voted against the 
bill was Mr. Wainwright of Westchester. 
Mr. Wainwright was very much displeased 
by the action of the Assembly in refusing 
to consider his resolution on the New York 
Central wreck. Ail the Democrats on the 
committee voted against reporting the bill 
and will vote to have it recommitted. 

Jin connection with the Assembly Judiciary 
Committee’s action on this bill and Gov. 
Odell 8 intention to press the Charities bill, 
which is a similar measure, there is some 
interesting talk here. 

It can be stated on good authority that 
some of the Governor's friends are dis- 
pleased with his course. They think he is 
making a mistake in antagonizing the char- 
itable workers of the State. 

Furthermore, while they have unshaken 
confidence in the purity of his intentions, 
they have endeavored to persuade him that 
the centralization at which he is aiming 
in all the departments of the State would, 
it effected, afford an oeperraaey for great 
corruption under a ess conscientious 
régime. 

But, despite these counsels, the Governor, 
believing he is right, is set in his purpose, 
and the talk of ‘*‘ one-man power '"’ increases 
in extent and vehemence. It is now being 
indulged in not only by those who are dis- 
gruntled, but by men who have the most 
sincere friendship for the Governor, and 
who say their only concern is lest he should 
overreach himself and thereby do great in- 
jury to his political fortune.

GUARANTEES BY STOCK COMPANIES 


Bill Aimed at Obstreperous Stockhold- 
ers to be Reported. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Jan. 15.—The Senate Judiciary 
Committee to-day had a lengthy discussion 
on Senator Brackett's bill to amend Section 
40 of the stock corporation law with respect 
to guarantees by stock corporations. As a 
result of the discussion the bill will be re- 
ported and recommitted to the committee 
with amendments. 

Under the existing stock corporation law 
any stock corporation may, in pursuance 
of a unanimous vote of its stockholders 
voting at a special meeting called for the 
purpose, guarantee the bonds of any other 
domestic corporation engaged in the same 
general line of business. The change pro- 
posed by the Brackett bill is to allow such 
guarantee to be made by a two-thirds vote. 

Serious objections to this change have 
been urged. It has been pointed out that 
under the proposed bill a majority of the 


stockholders in a solvent corporation could 
guarantee the bonds in an insolvent cor- 
poration, all the stock of which the 

and by this means deprive the minority 
stockholders in the solvent corporation of 
the dividends to which they were justly 
entitled. 

The purpose of Senator Brackett's bill is 
to suppress the so-called “ nuisance ’’ min- 
ority stockholder; that is to say, the stock- 
holder who obstructs either for pure cus- 
sedness or for blackmail of legitimate en- 
terprise. There is no intention, however, 


| of affording any opening to defraud min- 


ority stockholders, and the bill will be 
amended so as to afford them full protec- 


tion. 


Tags on Tenement-Made Goods.

GAGLIARDO JURY | LOCKED UP. 


Could Not Agree as to Guilt of 75-Year- | 


Old Man Accused of Murder. 


Nichola Gagliardo, seventy-five years old, | 
has | 


the oldest prisoner by five years who 
ever had to answer to the charge of murder 
in the first degree in this county, 
terday placed on trial for his life 
Justice Kenefick in the Criminal Branch ot 
the Supreme Court. From the panel of jury- 
men it was impossible to select a jury, as 
man after man acknowledged under his 
oath that he might be prejudiced in favor 
of the prisoner because of his age and his 
aieged hostility to anarchy. Finally a 
jury was selected and the trial was begun. 

The charge against the old men is that 
he killed Frank Rapino on Aug. 1, stabbing 
him to death in a hallway 
Street. The two men, according to the de- 
fense, had been drinking together through 
the afternoon, and their talk led to 
cussion of anarchy. Rapino said that 
was going back to Italy just as soon as he 
could save enough money, and that his 
purpose was to kiil the King and Queen of 
Italy as oppressors of the people. Gagliardo 
Says that he res®nted this and a fignt fol- 
lowed. In danger of. his life, as he be- 
HNeved, and beaten in the physical contest, 
he killed his antagonist with a knife. 

The case went to the jury at 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon. At 7:30 in the evening they 
sent word to Judge Kenefick that they had 
not agreed.

BRITISH TRANSPORT LOST? | PLEADING WOMAN IN A CELL. | 


May Have Been Blown Up by a 
Boer Spy. 


Many Carcasses of Mules Seen Floating 
By Steamers Arriving At Southern 
Ports—Shippers Alarmed. 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 15.—It is believed 
fn shipping circles here that a British 
transport, laden with American mules 
bound for South Africa, has either been 
blown up by a Boer spy in the Gulf of Mex- 
fico or has foundered. A schooner arriving 
on the lower coast reports hundreds ol! 
dead mules floating for a distance of thirty 
miles. 

This news has greatly stirred shippers 
here, who fear that further desperate at- 
tempts will be made to stop the éxport of 
mules to Cape Town. The more conserva- 
tive elements attribute the floating car- 
cases to disaster to one of the British 
vessels caused by the storms that have been 
raging near th ast this week. 

Dispatches Quintana, Texas, which 
fis only a short tance south of Port Eads, 
Say that the Olga has put into 
Matagorda Bay to secure shelter from the 
fierce gale blowing on the Gulf, and that 
the Captain, George Peterson, reports hay- 
ing seen long rows of dead cattle and mules 
floating in the water. They extended at 
least forty miles. 5 

Matthew Warriner of the Elder-Dempster 
Steamship Company, which furnishes many 
of the British transports, states that all 
the company’s transports have been ac- 
counted for except one sailing from here 
three days ago, about which nothing has 
been heard. ; 

The recent attempt to blow up the Brit- 
ish transpert Mechanician in this port, is 
recalled by those who incline to the opinion 
that a transport has been blown up. The 
attempt to destroy the Mechanician was 
credited to Boer agents.

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KING EDWARD EXPECTS PEACE.

He Tells British Officers that the Boer 
War May Be Regarded as Ap- 
proaching Its End. 

LONDON, Jan. 16—King Edward has 
given the royal indorsement to the belief 
current among the public that an early dec- 
laration of peace in South Africa may be 

anticipated. 

“The war may regarded as ap- 
proaching its conclusion,’’ were the words 
used by his Majesty yesterday morning, in 
addressing the officers of the Guards aft- 
er reviewing a draft of 1,200 of the Grena- 
diers, Coldstreams, and Scots Guards, who 
start for South Africa to-day. 

The King’s speech was otnerwise not im- 
portant. His Majesty was accompanied by 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Con- 
naught, the Duke of Cambridge, and Lord 
Roberts, surrounded by brilliant staffs. A 
large gathering of privileged guests viewed 
the function.

M. Secrestat is the son of the French mer- 
chant who obtained a lease of the estates 
in Venezuela belonging to Gen. Manuel A. 
Matos, leader of the revolution against 
President Castro. The traveler was on his 
way to Caracas in order to officially pro- 
lest against the seizure of the estates in 
question by the Venezuelan Government, in 
spite of the fact that the transaction had 
been legally recorded. 

This refusal to allow M. Secrestat to go 
ashore, though the French Consul at Cara- 
cas received in writing from the Venezuelan 
Minister of Foreign Affairs a pledge that 
M. Secrestat would be allowed to land 
without any difficulty, has resulted in en- 
ergetic protests on the part of the Consul, 
who has referred the matter to his Govern- 
ment. 

The pretext on which the Janding of M. 
Sccrestat was forbidden is that he may 
have conferred with Gen. Matos. 


TO EXPLORE THE SOBAT REGION. 


W. Fitz Hugh Whitehouse, Jr., and Lord

Sergt. Todd’s Answer to Her Appeal for 
a’ Companion—She Claims Relation- 


ship with Capt. Westervelit. 

Policeman Barker of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station, a new man on the force, 
made his first arrest last night, and as a 
result a man said to be a nephew of the 
late Judge Fulton and a woman, who de- 
clares she is a relative of Police Captain 
Westervelt, were locked up. The man is 
charged with intoxication, and the woman 
with interfering with an officer. 

About 11 o'clock a man and woman, both 
Well dressed, the former in evening clothes 
and the woman in theatre costume, were 


walking through Twenty-ninth Street. As 
they neared. Seventh Avenue Policeman 
Barker met them. He looked them over 
closely. About this time the man aimed a 
kick at an ash can and threw it over. Then 
Barker arrested him. Both protested, but 
the man was taken to the station house, 
the woman: following. 

When arfaigned before Sergt. Todd the 
man gave his name as William H. Gale. 
This name was on a card which showed 
that he was a representative of the Phoenix 
Fire and Boeueace Company at 13 West 
Twenty-eighth Street. His companion said 
he was a nephew of the late Judge Fulton, 
and strongly interceded in his behalf. She 
declared he was not intoxicated, and the 
man did not appear to be so. The woman's 
protestations seemed to annoy Sergt. Todd, 
tor he said: 

**Shut-up. You're 
much talking.”’ 

Then the woman broke down and cried. 
She told the reporters that her name was 
Mrs. Sydney Gale and that she lived at 228 
West Seventeenth Street, and that she was 
a relative of Capt. Westervelt. 

Sergt. Todd seemed to grow more and 
more nettled, and finally ordered Doorman 
Drew to put the woman out of the station 
house. This Drew did, and the woman 
sank down in a heap on the stone steps of 
the station, where she sobbeli and protested 
against the arrest of her companion. 

“If you policemen knew what you were 
doing,’’ she cried, **‘ you wouldn't treat us 
this way.”’ 

Sergt. Todd finally ordered Policeman 
Barker to go out and arrest the woman. 
Barker obeyed, and Mrs, Gale, almost hys- 
terical from excitement, was arraigned. She 
was locked up. 

Mr. Gale did not give a house address 
when arraigned. At the address given by 
Mrs. Gale there is a large apartment house. 
There a man was found who said he was 
Sidney Gale, the husband of the woman 
who was locked up. The man with her, he 
said, was his nephew. Mr. Gale would not 
talk about the matter further.

Board of Experts Planning to Get Sup- 
ply from the Upper Meramec River. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—A special commission 
is now preparing a report affirming the 
feasibility of a plan to turn the water of 
the Upper Meramec River into the reser- 
voirs of St. Louis. The plan to be submit- 
ted by the engineers contemplates the com- 
plete abandonment of the intake at the 
chain of rocks from which St. Louis ob- 
tains its entire supply of water. The meth- 
od planned would, it is estimated, involve 


an expeaditure of from $15,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000. 

Benezette Williams of Chicago, Charles 
Wissner of Detroit, and Allen Hazen of 
New York, the experts, are preparing the 
report, which will discuss in detail the con- 
struction of proper intakes at the Upper 
Meramec River, ninety miles from St. 
Louis, a work estimated to cost about two- 
thirds of the cost of the Chicago Sanitary 
Canal. It will be an undertaking rivaled 
only by the Croton water system in New 
York. 

This commission has been receiving re- 
ports from expert bacteriologists and mak- 
ing frequent trips south to inspect the site 
of the proposed system. They have found 
that the supply of water in the Little River 
is pure. They are now holding daily ses- 
sions in Chicago. Though the exact details 
have not been finally decided upon, the en- 
gineers assert that their recommendations 
will call for 4 complete change in the water 
system at St. Louis. 


KITCHENER TO BUILD RAILWAYS. 


LONDON, Jan. 16.—It is announced here 
that Lord Kitchener has been authorized to 
expend £835,000 for the extension of rail- 
roads in South Africa, he having arrived at 


the conclusion that this course would ma- 
terially aid in the subjugation of the Boers. 


A recent dispatch from one of The Lon- 
don Times’s correspondents .at the front 
said that if it were found worth while to 
thread the country with blockhouses, it was 
surely feasible and advisable to run light 
railways along the lines of blockhouses. 
Such a railway, for twenty miles along the 
Standerton-Ermelo Road, would save three 
days in the operations of the British col- 
umns. 


Gold Find in West Virginia. 
ELKINS, West Va., Jan. 15.—There is 
excitement in the vicinity of Elkins, and 
land values have risen as the result of the 


discovery of ore containing gold, silver, 
and lead on the farm of Isalah Isner while 
excavating for the coal and iron extension 
of the West Virginia Central. Washing- 
ton experts pronounce the ore valuable. 


“Beer Nights” for Harvard Freshmen. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 15.—The fresh- 
man class at Harvard to-night arranged for 
class “ beer nights,”’ to be held every other 


week, beginning after the mid-year exami- 
nations. They will be held either at the 
Harvard Union or in private’ rooms, and 
their object is said to be to make the mem- 
bers of the class better acquainted with 
each other. The President of the class said 
that it was fully as important for the men 
who did not drink beer to come as for those 
who did.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 


WESTERN MARYLAND DEAL. 


Bill Introduced to Submit Question to 
Baltimoreans Whether Road 
Shall Be Solid. 

Speciai to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, Jan. 15.—The mysterious 
fight to secure contro! of the Western 
Maryland Railroad continues. Mayor Hayes 
ceclafes that no action by the city will be 
taken until the parties come out in the 
open and say whom they represent. Their 
simple assertions that they do not repre- 
sent the Pennsylvania Failroad, he says, 
are not sufficient; they nwust tell the pub- 

lic whom they do represent. 

A bill was introduced in the 
to-day that a proposition for 
Baltimore City of the Western 
Railroad must be submitted to a vote of 
ihe people. C. H. White & Co. of New 
York, who wrote the Mayor a few days ago 
to the effect that they would make an offer 
for the road, sent him another letter to-day 
stating that they did not represent the 
Pennsylvania. 

The oft-repeated declaration of those 
wanting to bid for the property that they 
do not represent the Pennsylvania is arous- 
ing the suspicions of city officials, some of 
whom say they believe the ** Pennsy ”’ 
the bottom of it. In financial circles it 
believed that White & Co. represent the 
Reading Railroad Company, which has been 
after Western Maryland for some time. 

Frank 8. Hambleton of the banking house 
of Hambleton & Co., which has made 
otfer for the Western Maryland Road, was 
in New York to-day, conferring with some 
of his associates. It is said that the move- 
ment of Hambleton & Co. is in the interest 
of a syndicate which has in view an ulti- 
mate merger with the West Virginia Cen- 
tral, — 

So far its plans are in a tentative shape, 
but with a tacit unders:anding as to what 
will be done if the offer for the Western 
Maryland is satisfactory. It is said 
those interested will welcome competitive 
bidding, because of its effect in determining 
the value of the property. The valuation 
of $18,000,000 placed on the city’s interest 
is sai-l to exceed the price which the Ham- 
bleton syndicate is willing to offer.

LEHIGH VALLEY MEBRTING,. 
Report Showing 
Loses. 


Directors Consider 
Protit—Coal Company 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 15.—The Directors 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company, at 
their regular monthly meeting to-day, 
proved the report showing the operations of 
the system for the fiscal year ending Novy. 
30, 1901, and authorized the submission -of 
the same to the stockholders for their ap- 
provel at the annual meeting on Tuesday 
next. The report shows a surplus of $574,- 
612, as against a deficit of a year ago of 
$2,077,797. The total earnings were $26,683,- 
534, an increase of $3,634,251; expenSes of 
operation, exclusive of taxes, $20,069,876; 
increase, $827,455; net earnings from opera- 
tions, $6,613,658; $2,806,797. De- 
ductions for taxes and loss and depreciation 
on water lines of $848,545 left the actual net 
earnings from the railroad system $5,765,- 
112, an increase of $2,881,741. ; 

The earnings from transportation of both 
anthracite and bituminous coal aggregated 
$11,683,278, an increase of $2,269,805 over the 
previous year. 

The results of the operations of the Le- 
high Valley Coal Company show a loss of 
$491,577, as compared with a loss of $S86%,- 
847 the previous year. The earnings of the 
company from coal sales and commissions, 
royalties, rent, interest, dividends, &c., were 
$21,810,588, while the expenses of mining, 
coal purchased, &c., were $21,855,805 
ing a deficit from operations of $45,222. In- 
terest on Snow Shoe and Delano bonds of 
$73,646, and colliery improvements of $372,- 
709, brought the total deficit to $491,577, as 
stated above.

TO SPEND $13,000,000. 


How the Santa Fe Road Will Add to 
Its Equipment. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—It is announced here 
that the management of the Santa Fé has 
decided to spend $13,000,000 for equipment 
during the present year. This statement 
was made by an official of the ¢gompany, 
who added that the money would come 
from the proceeds of a new issue of $30,- 
000,000 of bonds. 

Just how the expenditure is to be appor- 
tioned is not stated, but it is known that 
an order has been given for five thousand 
box cars, fifty mammoth freight engines, 
and one hundred more engines of smaller 
type, and that practically all of the pas- 
senger equipment of the company is to be 
renewed. 

Tne official statement regarding the 
amount to be spent for equipment, makes 
it plain what is to be done with the pro- 
ceeds of the bond issue. It will take fully 
$12,000,000 to give the company ever 800 
miles of new line free from debt. 

This sum and the equipment appropria- 
tion taken from the $30,000,000 leaves 
$5,000,000. Of this amount fully $2,000,000 
will go toward the new terminals in San 
Francisco and the rest will be used for 
grade reductions, &c. 


NEW RAILROAD IN COLORADO. 


Pennsylvania Capital to Construct a 


Line in Rocky Mountain Region. 


DENVER, Col, Jan. 15. — Steamboat 
Springs, Middle Park, and other sections of 
Northern Colorado may soon have a rail- 
road. The proposed line is to extend from 
Boulder to Salt Lake. 

Samuel B. Dick of Meadville, Penn., has 
written to friends in Denver that he has 
succeeded in raising $14,000,000 of Pennsyl- 
vania capital for the new road, and it is 
expected that actual work on the construc- 
tion will begin within sixty days. Mr. Dick 
is interested in the Colorado and North- 
western Road, from Denver 


and the Boulder and Salt Lake line will be 
closely connected with that road. 

The proposed line will be 450 miles long 
and will pass through Middle Park, Steam- 
boat Springs, and, striking the Bear River, 
will follow that stream through Routt 
County, thus opening up a new section. 
The road is to be standard gauge and it is 
said that no serious engineering problems 
will be encountered.

Point” in Pittsburg.

Railroad Company has closed a’ deal with

The 
deal will involve $15,000,000 eventually and 
will be covered with warehouses, for which 
plans have already been made. 

The plot contains hundreds of shanties 
which are more than 100 years old. The 
tenants will all receive notice to vacate 
April 1. This is the greatest real estate 
deal ever consummated in this city.

_| JUSTICE W'ADAM’S MEMORY 


Judge Gildersleeve’s Address to 
the Medico-Legal Society. 


He Says that the Deceased Jurist Was 
Cut Down at a Time in Life of 
Great Usefulness. 


The Medico-Legal Society, at a dinner 
meeting at Hotel St. Andrew, Seven- 
ty-second Street and the Boulevard, last 
night installed the recently elected officers 
and paid a tribute of respect to the memory 
the late Justice David McAdam. The 
special guests were Justice H. A. Gilder- 
sleeve, Justice Alfred Steckler, Matthew 
May of Brooklyn, Justice Tighe of Brook- 
Dr. Lewis of Burlington, Vt.; Dr. J. 

V. Stanton Wilcox of Saratoga, and Dr. 
I. N. Love, formerly of St, Louis, but now 
of this city. 

The Medico-Legal Society, which is an 
international body, re-elected Clark Bell 
President. Samuel Bell Thomas was chosen 
Secretary, Caroline T. Taylor of Bridge- 
port, Conn., Treasurer, and a long list of 
Vice Presidents, Executive Board, and 
Dr. G. Bettini was elected bac- 
teriologist 

After the reports of the officers had been 
made memoriam cards bearing an excellent 
portrait the departed jurist were circu- 
lated, and Judge Gildersleeve was called 
upon to make the address. 

The Judge, after briefly referring to the 
career of Justice McAdam, said: 

‘For several years prior to his majority 
Judge McAdam had been recognized as a 
lawyer de facto. The long-wished-for 
twenty-first birthday came in 1859, and 
then he became a lawyer de jure. He was 
always a friend to the poor and gave of his 
legal learning and hard-earned money free- 
ly and generously. An incident narrated 
by the agent of a_ benefit association strik- 
ingly illustrates David McAdam’s passion 
or work and his unusually strong consti- 
tution. The agent, on learning how inces- 
santly Judge McAdam worked while others 
slept, declined to accept the risk, for .the 
reason, as he said, that no man could stand 
such a strain for three months, 

o But six months later the agent begged 
Mr. McAdam to join, saying that nothing 
could kill man who could work as he did 
without showing signs of fatigue. and who 
wiways had a joke on his lips. Judge Mc- 
Adam joined and lived to see the death of 
the twenty years later 

McAdam always took a lively in-

POST OFFICE ROBBED AGAIN. 
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For the Second Time Burglars Make a 
Haul at Spring Lake, N. J. 
ASBURY PARK, N. J., Jan. 15.—For the 
second time in six months the safe of the 
Office at Spring Lake was robbed 
this morning. A. Cazda, living opposite the 
Post Office, saw the robbers, but a re-

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THE AMALGAMATED FIGHT 


Operations of Improved Smelter 
May Further Reduce Prices. 


Further Proceedings in the Suits of the 
Butte and Boston and Boston 
and Montana Companies. 


It was stated by an official of the Amal- 
gamated Copper Company yesterday that 
the company had on Monday of this week 
begun the operation of the latest form of 
smelter, the plant having cost about $5,- 
000,000. It was said that the use of this 
machine would make it possible to produce 
copper at a greatly reduced cost. 

It was made plain that the copper war 
would go on, and that the possibilities of 
this new smelter would doubtless be util- 
ized for many further reductions in the 
price of the metal. There was a cut of an 
eighth of a cent on the Metal Exchange, 
although the market was very quiet. 

P. J. McIntosh, one of the Directors of 
the Amalgamated Company, was summoned 
to appear before Commissioner William 
Klein, pursuant to a notice given by the 
Montana Ore Purchasing Company, of 
which F. Augustus Heinze is the President, 
in two suits now pending in the United 
States Circuit Court of Montana, brought 
in the one case by the Butte and Boston 
Company and in the other by the Boston 
and Montana Company. 

Mr. McIntosh refused to testify upon the 
advice of counsel, and an order for the 
adjudgment of Mr. McIntosh as in con- 
tempt of court was drawn up and sub- 
mitted to Judge Lacembe. He said, how- 
ever, that he would have to examine the 
papers in the case before he could render 
a decision. A motion in the matter may be 
submitted on Friday, and four days must 
elapse before argument can be heard. | 

The hearing before Commissioner Klein 
is a continuance of the general copper war. 
Efforts have been made to secure the testi- 
many in this city of a number of Amalga- 
mated Directors. The two suits in which 
this testimony is sought to be taken were 
commenced early in 1898, it was stated yes- 
terday by one of the attorneys in the 
cases. This was nearly a year before~the 
Amalgamated Company was organized, and 
the suits were brought to enjoin Heinze's 
company from “extracting ores from certain 
veins to which the plaintiffs claim that he 
had no legal right. Heinze’s company had 
previously been extracting ores from these 
mines wrongfully, it is claimed by the 
other companies, and actions at law were 
commenced in the same court at about the 
same time to recover the damages sus- 
tained for the alleged conversion of these 
ores. 

As the issue in both cases was as to who 
had the legal title to the veins in question, 
the court made the orders in the injunction 
suits in March, 1899, directing that no testi- 
mony should be taken in those suits until 
after the determination of the actions at 
law to recover the damages, for the reason 
that if the plaintiffs did not establish their 
right to damages in the actions at law, 
they could not maintain the suits brought 
to obtain injunctions restraining Heinze's 
company from extracfing the ores. 

Under these circumstances, it was 
claimed on behalf of Mr. McIntosh yester- 
day that the defendant, not being at lib- 
erty to take testimony, had no right to 
compel him to attend and give his testi- 
mony. 


SNAP HOOK AND EYE COMPANY. 
Resignation of the Treasurer Results in 


a Flurry in the Outside Market— 


Unauthorized Speculation. 

There was a corsiderable flurry in the 
“outside market" yesterday, caused by 
the circulation of a report that orders had 
been received from the Snap Hook and 
Eye Company to buy its stock on the 
“‘curb,"’ and that when the deliveries were 
made there was no one on hand to re- 
ceive the stock. This report sent the price 
of the stock downward. Several bids for 
it were made at $1 per share, although it 
had been quoted the day before at 41. So 
far as could be learned none of the stock 
was offered at less than 20. 

Inquiry at the offices of the company in 
the Broad Exchange Building revealed the 
fact that William Alexander Ellis, the 
Treasurer of the company, had unexpected- 
ly resigned on Saturday. The stock de- 
liveries were brought to the offices for 
him, it was stated, and when they came 
the persons bringing them were told that 
the company had authorized no one to 
purchase shares on its behalf. 

F. W. Jobelmann, the Vice President of 


the company, said that he did not know 
where Mr. Ellis was, and that he did not 
know what orders he had given for the 
purchase or the sale of shares of stock. 
He said that the affairs of the company 
were in good shape. 

It was stated by W. L. Paine of the St. 
Paul Building, a lawyer acting for several 
of the shareholders, and who was at the 
offices of the Snap Hook and Eye when the 
reporters called, that the company had 
been somewhat upset lately by speculation 
by certain individuals in its stocks, but 
that this had been unauthorized in so far 
as the company was concerned. 

Mr. Paine said that he had heard yester- 
day that there had been wild speculation 
in these shares. He had heard of a case 
in New Jersey where a man had given 
shares in this company as payment for a 
house, that he had immediately mortgaged 
the dwelling and gone away with the pro- 
ceeds. He said, however, that this was 
discountenanced by the company. 

Charles F. Phillips, President of the 
company, is also President of the Corpora- 
tion Trust Company of Delaware. He said 
yesterday that he considered the affairs 
of the company to be in fine shape. He 
did not know anything about Mr. Ellis 
beyond the fact that he had been Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the company, and 
that he had resigned suddenly. 

The other Directors are BE. O. Keeler, 
Lieut. Gov. of Connecticut; Gen. Patrick 
A. Gollins, Gen. Frank Reeder, James Vir- 
din, 8. Harrison Wagner, John Murray 
Mitchell, F. W. Jobelmann, and W. Alex 
Ellis.

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THE STATE BANK NOTE BILL 


Banking Officials Do Not Generally 
Approve Mr. Platt’s Measure. 


President Williams of the Chemical Na- 
tional Sees No Necessity for an 
Increase in Circulation. 


The bill introduced by Senator Platt in 
the Senate at Washington on Tuesday, giv- 
ing authority for the issuing of State bank 
notes, was quite generally discussed by 
bankers yesterday. A synopsis of the pro- 
visions of the measure was given in these 
columns yesterday. 

Of the many bankers seen by NEw YorK 
TIMES reporters, none seemed to know the 
source from which the bill sprang, and none 
thought that it had originated with Senator 
Platt. From the information gathered, it 
is a conservative statement to make that 
the, officers of National banks do not re- 
gard the bill with favor, while the officials 
of State banks are not unanimously com- 
mitted to it. 

Under the provisions of Senator Platt’s 
bill, State banks may deposit with the Unit- 
ed States Treasurer at Washington, State, 
city, or county stocks and bonds, and re- 
ceive from the Controller of the Currency 
circulating notes not to exceed 80 per cent. 
of the market value of the collateral de- 
posited, nor shall the issue in any case ex- 
ceed 70 per cent. of the capital stock of the 
bank of issue actually paid in in cash. The 
issuing bank must pay a tax of one-half of 
1 per cent. on the notes actually in circu- 
lation, and a safety fund is also provided 
for. 

George G. Williams of the Chemical Na- 
tional, the only bank President seen who 
would permit the use of his name, said: 

“It is the best measure of the kind I 
have seen proposed. From my own stand- 
point I have not seen the necessity for any 
increase in bank note circulation, nor have 
I wanted to see anything other than United 
States bonds deposited as collateral. I think 
that if the whole matter is let alone the 
immense production of gold going on in the 
world will, in a few years, settle the ques- 
tion and give us metallic currency for all 
that is wanted.” »

“This measure seems entirely in the in- 
terest of State banks. I consider it neither 
good nor judicious. Who is to determine 
the value of the State, county, and city 
bonds deposited with the Treasurer at 
Washington?

Senator Platt’s measure provides for an 
absolutely new plan. Under the old State 
system any bank could deposit with the 
State Treasurer at the State capital securi- 
ty in the nature of State and county stocks 
or bonds and mortgages, against which the 
State Treasurer would issue notes. That 
was called safety fund banking. But the 
provisions ruling were not alike in any two 
States, and it was that fact that caused 
the trouble in the fifties. The notes issued 
in one State would not pass current in some 
others. The National bank currency law 
obviated all that difficulty. 

“Senator Platt’s bill is new in the fact that 
the securities are to be deposited with the 
United States Treasurer, thus making 
Washington a central redemption point. 
Thus a State bank bill becomes just as 
good as a National bank note. The Platt 
bill is virtually the old safety fund bank 
law of New York, with the exception that 
the redemption headquarters are trans- 
ferred from Albany -to Washington. 

“There are many details to go into before 
I would say that this bank favors or ap- 
proves the measure. There is the cost of 
the plates, the printing, and distribution, 
and many other items. I do not consider 
the tax proposed in the bill at all onerous, 
especially as it applies only to the notes 
actually in circulation. The National bank 
law of 1861 taxed the old State bills out of 
existence.”

Vice Chancellor Pitney’s Judgment May 
‘Ruin Some Prominent Men of 
Perth Amboy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Jan. 15.—Vice 
Chancellor Pitney of the New Jersey Court 
of Chancery yesterday afternoon handed 
down a decision holding the President and 
Directors of the Middlesex County Bank of 
Perth Amboy liable for the losses of that 
institution, amounting to about $219,000. 
These losses were occasioned by the defal- 
cation of George M. Valentine, the cashier. 
This decision closes a long litigation which 
has dragged through the New Jersey courts 
for nearly two years and a half. 

It was on Friday, July 14, 1899, that it 
became publicly known that the cashier 
had absconded and was an embezzler. Later 
it was found that a clean sweep had been 
made of the funds in the bank and of the 
deposit of $80,000 in the National Park 
Bank ot New York. The bank was a total 
wreck, and it was charged that ordinary 
business prudence had not been exercised 
by the President and the Directors. When 
the final examination of the bank’s af- 
fairs was made the losses through the 
frauds, overdraft, and demand loans of 
Cashier Valentine were found to be $261,- 
Ai. 

On Tuesday, July 18, Valentine, having 
given himself up, was taken before Judge 
Strong and sentenced to six years’ impris- 
onment and to pay the costs, about $2,000. 
The action against the officers of the bank 
Was then begun. 

The Directors of the bank held a meet- 
ing last week and presented a proposition 
to Receiver E. S. Campbell to be submitted 
by him to Vice Chancellor Pitney. This 

roposition, it is understood, was that the 

frectors be fined, they being willing to 
submit to a fine, and that they be not held 
responsible for the losses of the bank. This 
proposal was submitted to the Vice Chan- 
cellor and was refused by him. He holds 
that the officers should be held responsible, 
especially the President. Judgment was 
taken and ten days are given for settle- 
ment, 

The Directors of the bank are Uriah B. 
Watson, Patrick J. Convery, Dr. J. W. Wil- 
son, J. T. Watson, and Robert N. Valen- 
tine. Uriah B. Watson is President. Most 
of them will be ruined men by reason of 
the judgment against them.

FELT SHOCK FIFTY MILES AWAY. 


Fifteen Hundred Quarts of Nitro-glycer- 
Ine Shake Northeastern Indiana. 


MARION, Ind., Jan. 15.—Fifteen hundred 
quarts of nitro-glycerine, stored in two 
magazines owned by the St. Mary’s Tor- 
pedo Company and the Empire Glycerine 
Company in a ravine two miles and a half 
from here, exploded this morning about 
1:30 o’clock, shaking the entire northeast- 
ern part of the State.

PRESIDENT PARDONS DESERTER. 


Downey Left His Civil War 


Crew to See Dying Wife. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—A message saying 
“President has signed pardon’’ came to 
Ezekiel Downey of Chicago from Washing- 
ton to-day. Downey enlisted in the navy in 
1840 and later participated in the operations 
on the Mississippi. In July, 1865, he received 
word that his five children had died in one 
week of diphtheria, and that his wife lay at 
death’s door. A request for leave of ab- 
sence was refused. A second letter told 
him _to hurry home if he wished to see his 
wife alive. ermission to leave was again 
refused, and he left without it. 

He was detained twenty days in Chicago, 
and upon his return to the South found that 
his crew had been mustered out or the serv- 
ice and his own name placed among those 
of deserters. Numerous bills to clear his 
record have been presented to Congress 
since that time, and the case has been re- 
viewed by several Administrations. Attor- 
ney General Knox recently suggested a par- 
don by the President as being the only way 
out of the difficulty, and the latter ac- 
cepted the suggestion. 


CITY CAN FIX GAS CHARGES. 


Ezekiel 


Court Decides that Chicago Can See 
that Rate is Reasonable. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—Judge Grosscup of 
the United States Court has decided that 
the city has the right to regulate the 
price of gas. The question came up in the 
case wherein the People’s Gas, Light and 


Coke Company sought to have the city en- 
joined from enforcing its seventy-five-cent 
gas ordinance, The city demurred and 
claimed that, even if the facts set forth 
in the company’s petition were true, it still 
had the right to regulate the price. 

Judge Grosscup held to-day that the city 
had the right to see that the rate was 
“reasonable,” but told the attorneys for 
the gas concern that they might amend 
their bill so as to protest against the sev- 
enty-five-cent rate as being too low. Mayor 
Harrisen said that the court’s ruling meant 
that the municipality had the right to reg- 
ulate the rates charged for telephones, elec- 
tric lights, and all other service rendered 
by public utility corporations.

Her action, her carriage, her gestures go 
so far toward fascinating an audience that 
her vocal sins either pass unnoticed or are 
forgiven. 

Last night, for instance, she sang with 
palpable effort and with a varying quality 
of voice. The jewel song was distorted by 
incorrect rhythm and disjointed phrasing, 
while disagreeable tones were sown through 
it in great profusion. In the remainder of 
the garden scene the singer was often false 
to the pitch, while in some places she 
dragged her music so that Mr. Seppilli, the 
conductor, could not support her with a 
good accompaniment. The ‘‘King of Thule ”’ 
she sang well, but in the cathedral scene 
she labored with her music. Nevertheless, 
her Marguerite, considered as an imper- 
sonation, is a remarkably effective crea- 
tion. It has originality, significance, and 
influence. The woman is aiways irfterest- 
ing. And after all that is the most im- 
portant thing for the general public. 

Mr. Alvarez was in good voice last night, 
and sang the music of Faust well. He 
was particularly happy in “Salut de- 
meure,"’ which the audience tried hard to 
induce him to repeat. He wisely refrained 
from doing so, showing that he could let 
well enough alone. He made a gallant and 
manly figure of the rejuvenated doctor. Mr. 
Scotti was, as he always is, a capable 
Valentine. Mr. Journet sang the music of 
Mephistopheles excellently and won a well- 
merited encore for his solo in the Kirmess 
scene. This young basso, however, has yet 
much to learn in the matter of finesse. 
This will come to him with experience, but 
it is a pity that he has it not already. 
Miss Bridewell was a satisfactory Siebel. 
The orchestra discharged its duties ef- 
eee and Mr. Seppilli conducted witn 
zeal. 


Mme. Richter’s Piano Recital. 
Mme. Fanny Richter gave her second 
piano recital last night at Mendelssohn 
Hall, with the assistance of Hermann 
Springer, baritone. Mme. Richter’s num- 
bers were the Bach-Tausig toccata in D 
minor, Schumann's “ Carnival,’’ Brahms’s 


G minor rhapsody, Liszt’s ‘‘ Légende,” an 
étude by Moszkowsky, and a polonaise by 
Paderewski. Mr. Springer sang four num- 
bers from von Fielitz’s ‘‘ Eliland,’’ Bem- 
berg’s ‘‘ Hindoo Song,’”’ and MacDowell’s 
“Thy Beaming Eyes.”’ There was an au- 
dience of good size and thoughtful aspect. 

At Mme. Richter's first recital her play- 
ing was marred by the use of entirely too 
loud a tone, too much “loud” pedal, and 
too much accentuation, The lady had been 
practicing on a piano which had a rather 
stiff action, and when she played at the 
recital she had one of more delicate touch. 
The result was that she forced its tone. 
This was certainly not the case last night, 
when her tone was moderate in respect of 
force and very dry. Her performance of 
the beautiful Schumann number was very 
deficient in poetic spirit, and was marred 
by many evidences of misunderstanding. 
The player employed an exaggerated tem 
rubato, which led to a distortion of the 
rhythms. The finale was utterly lacking 
in power and brilliancy.

AMBITIOUS VAUDEVILLE ACTS. 


A Downpour That Failed—“ Louis XI.” 
in the Continuous—Stage Notes 


and Comments. 


There was a crash of sheet-iron thunder, 
the sound of a déluge, and a sudden eclipse 
of sunlight at Proctor’s Fifth Avenue The- 
atre the other afternoon. Then came the 
fall of the curtain, and half a dozen act- 
resses with maledictions on their lips made 
their way up the narrow. stairway to the 
dressing rooms. 

“Splendid storm effect—huh! But not a 
single, teeny drop of rain! "’ exclaimed one 
girl. 

However, the property man has done 
better since the initial performance of “* At 
the White Horse Tavern,"’ and it now pours 
real rain at each and every performance, 
while Frederick Bond and his fellow-play- 
ers are grouped in comical! discomfort in the 
spot where the shower Is thickest. 

The little comedy is well acted, on the 
whole, at Proctor’s, and is likely to prove 
a most acceptable offering in that man- 
ager’s circuit of houses. It is a rather 
more ambitious effort than is commonly 
seen in the continuous performance houses, 
but the large company employed has been 
well rehearsed and the play goes with 
much vim. 

Mr. Bond plays his original part of the 
irascible Berliner with considerable humor, 
and Suzette Jackson and Adelaide Keim 
are noticeable among a group of talented 
girls. 

The stage pictures are admirable, the 
view of the Austrian Alps being especially 
well painted. 

With Sir Henry Irving again displaying 
his Louis XI. in this country, and E. H. 
Sothern utilizing that monarch’s eccen- 
tricities for the basis of the heart interest 
in his play “If I Were King,” it was 
inevitable that the character should make 
its way into vaudeville in some form or 
other. ‘ Gringoire,"’ which Homer Lind, 
the one-time operatic singer, is presenting 
at Keith's, is a one-act version of a piece 
that did service once for Lawrence Bar- 
rett. Beerbohm Tree played the part in 
England and Coquelin in France. 

The present play is a sort of replica, as 
far as the main idea is concerned, of the 
one in which Mr. Sothern is now acting. 
But this poet has his verses sung instead 
of having them recited. 

Jeannette, the gocrild of Louis XL. is 
much wrought upon by the music, and 
when Oliver, the King’s favorite, seeks 
her hand in marriage, she rebels. Gringoire 
is arrested for singing seditious ballads, 
and is condemned to death for treason. 
The King, however, offers him a reprieve 
if within fifteen minutes he will win the 
hand of Jeannette. This, of course, he 
accomplishes in good time, and all ends 
happily except for Oliver, who is dis- 
missed from his position of Court barber. 

Mr. Lind’s songs include a satirical selec- 
tion, *‘The Rhyme of the Razor."" One 
does not ordinarily look for particularly 
good acting under just such conditions as 
prevail in the continuous, but in Laura 
Jeanne Osborn this actor has very capable 
support in the principal female réle, while 
the others engaged are entirely adequate.

Since Mansficld’s success with ‘“ Beau- 
caire’’ there has been evidence of spare 
acquaintance with certain identities of his- 
tory and fogginess on the facts about the 
succeeding Prince of this title. 

The Duke of Orleans, who assumed the 
democratic title of Monsieur Beaucaire 
when he went incognito to Bath, was first 
cousin to Louis XV. of France and lived 


during the’ first half of the eighteenth 
century. Some writers have referred to 
Beaucaire as having been the Duke of Or- 
leans, afterward known as Egalité, but 
this hero lived and died at the other end 
of the century from Philippe Egalité. 

The Duke, who is the central figure of 
‘* Beaucaire,”"’ was equally democratic, and 
in the play he is shown in many delightful- 
ly democratic situations, which are pure 
fiction, only based on what the dlithe and 
gay young Prince might have done. How 
much of history is there in the play as 
Mansfield discloses his new creation? Of 
course the story is based on the fact that 
there was an attractive young Prince, the 
Duke of Orleans, who went to England 
during the reign there of George II. and 
of Louis XV. in France. 

The incidents of the comedy are all fic- 
tion. Two of the characters, besides Mans- 
field's own r6éle, are historical. Beau Nash 
was actually the social king of Bath, Eng- 
land’s most fashionable watering place, 
when Beaucaire is supposed to have created 
the teapot tempest among the elect, and 
the Marquis de Mirepois was truly Louis 
XV.'’s Ambassador to the English Court. 

As for the rest, Louis XV. was consti- 
tutional monarch of France, but he was 
the universal king of fashion. When he 
took snuff the sneeze echoed in every 
drawing room in two kingdoms. 

The costumes and manners elaborated in 
** Beaucaire ’’ are the dresses and fopperies 
of Louis XV. Those were days when the 
elegance of men’s fashions vied with wo- 
men's. The palaces were candle lit, but the 
jewels and dress swords reflected the light 
a hundredfold, and displayed a fairy real- 
ity which our present day sartorial prose 
never approximates. .

NOVEL SWINDLE CHARGED 


Women Victimized for False Mes- 
senger Tolls. 


Notes and Telegrams Would Be Ad- 
dressed to Husbands, But Left Un- 
sealed so the Message Could 
Be Read. 


For several months complaints have been 
made to Capt. Schmittberger that a young 
man has been presenting telegrams and 
notes to women in flathouses on the upper 
west side addressed to their husbands, 
signed with a woman’s name and making 
an appointment. The bearer of the mes- 
sage each time extorted 25 to 50 cents from 
the wives and would then hurry away. The 
culprit very rarely sealed the envelope, 
and out of curiosity the wives would often 
read the telegram or note with its start- 
ling contents. This invariably meang 
trouble for the husband when he returned 
home at night or a satisfactory explana- 
tion. In several cases wives have been 


moved to jealousy, and separations have 
been the outcome. 

Capt. Schmittberger, when the first few 
cases were reported to him, detailed de- 
tectives to look for the culprit. The de- 
tectives watched continually, but without 
success until last night Detective William 
McManus was on a case looking for a flat 
thief, and while going through One Hun- 
dred and Second Street he noticed a young 
man enter the vestibule of a flat house at 
132, scan the names over the bells, and 
then hurry away. McManus followed him 
and saw him enter a stationery store on 
Amsterdam Avenue, where he bought some 
writing paper and envelopes. 

He then repaired to a near-by saloon, 
ordered a drink, and sat down and wrote a 
note, signing himself, *‘ Lovingly Emma.” 
The police refused to give the name to 
which the note was addressed. 

The young man left the saloon and 
marched up One Hundred and Second 
Street, all the time darting into vestibules 
and taking names. When he reached No. 
132 he went up the stoop and ‘entered, but 
McManus thought he had gone far enough 
and placed him under arrest. He took the 
prisoner to the West One Hundredth Street 
Station, where he described himself as 
Frederick Walton, twenty-two 
and said he had no home or occupation.

of Aldermen met again this evening, but 
failed to break the deadlock over the elec- 
tion of a President. Up to a late hour the 
board had taken to-night 160 ballots with- 
out reaching a conclusion. During the day 
Alderman “Winters gave out a statement to 
the effect that a money consideration had 
been tendered him if he would break the 
deadlock. Mr. Winters is a Democrat and 
represents the Third Ward. 

The Republicans have a majority of the 
board, but some of the members refuse to 
abide by the caucus result, and so two 
Republicans and a Democrat are being bal- 
loted for. One vote will elect one of the 
Republicans, the caucus nominee. 

Mr. Winters says: “On Saturday last 
Emil Nix, a silk finisher, came to my store 
and entered into a discussion of the dead- 
lock in the Board of Aldermen. He asked 
me to break the dead-lock by voting with 
the majority of the Republicans. He said 
there would be something in it and that I 


could have the best committees and that 
there was money in the committees. I re- 
plied I was a Democrat and had sought 
election for the honor of the thing and not 
for money. Nix went away then. He came 
back on Monday with a list of committees, 
and I was on the Streets, Police, Fire, Cor- 
rections, and Sewer Committees. 

“I told Nix it was useless to talk to me 
and started for my apartments on the floor 
over the store. He called to me that he had 
something else to tell me, but I went on up 
stairs. Nix remained in the store, but I 
went out my private door and got on a car 
to go to the centre of the city. Nix saw me’ 
get on the car. That is my personal experi- 
ence with the affair. 

“eam told that after Nix saw me get 
on The car he walked out and went across 
the street to Laser’s saloon, and there 
he hauled out a roll of bills, and said: 
* What do you. think of Winters? He won't 
take this money, and vote with the Repub- 
licans, and now I don't know what to do 
with it’” 

It was expected the matter would come 
up at the meeting to-night, but not a word 
was said. 

The statement made by Alderman Win- 
ters was partly borne out by R. L. Laser, 
the owner of the place mentioned by the 
Alderman. He said that Nix came into his 
place and while standing in front of the 
bar on Monday night displayed ‘a big 
wad of bills’’ which was said to contain 
$500, and said it was for ‘‘an Alderman if 
he would vote with the Republicans.”” Mr. 
Laser does not remember that any name 
was mentioned. In this he differs with Mr. 
Winters. 

Nix has not been at his place of employ- 
ment since Saturday, according to his em- 
ployers, and search for him in the city this 
afternoon and evening failed to locate him. 


JAMES STODDARD KILLED. 


Paterson Man Found Dead in Bed with 
Bullet in the Head. 


PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 15.—{James Stod- 
dard, sixty years old, a collector employed 
by the Consolidated Brewing Company, was 
found in his bed this morning with a bullet 
wound in his head. He died later. His 
family deny that he committed suicide, and 
contend that his death was due to an ac- 
cident. 

Stoddard was married for the second time 
two years ago. His three daughters ob- 
jected so strenuously that the father sep- 
arated from his second wife. Then two of 
his daughters got married, leaving him 
with but, one as a companion. He was a 


brother-in-law to James Graham, one of 
the prominent members of the Consoli- 
dated Brewing Company. 

Stoddard came in for considerable noto- 
riety some years ago when Austin Gibbons 
fought James McAuliffe at Hoboken. Stod- 
dard backed Gibbons, and when the fight 
was stopped by the police Stoddard warned 
the stakeholders not to turn over his mon- 
ey. He sued for it and carried his case to 
the Supreme Court in New York and won. 


AN ENGINEER’S HALLUCINATION. 


Thought Switch Was Open and Jumped 
for His Life from Locomotive. 


PERU, Ind., Jan. 15.—As the result of a 
strange hallucination J. E. Sible, an old 
engineer of the Wabash Railroad, was 
fatally injured last night. Sible was at 
the throttle of the big locomotive of the 
Limited, which was thundering along at a 
rate of forty miles an hour. When the 


lights of the town of Attica appeared the 
old engineer gave a start and shouted to 
Burt Frick, his fireman: “ Jump for your 
life, Burt. The switch is turned.” 

In an instant Sible had applied the safety 
brake, reversed the lever, and, had jumped 
to escape the spectre his nerves had con- 
jured up. The fireman followed, but was 
not injured. 

The train came to a stop, and Frick went 
back to find the engineer. The latter lay 
on the roadbed. His skull had been 
crushed, an arm and a leg broken, jis 
ribs fractured, and his spine injured. He 
was earried aboard the train. 

An investigation showed that there had 
been no danger to. the train. Sible was 
brought to a hospital here, where he man- 
aged to gasp out his story. ;

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THE PANAMA CANAL OFFER. 

M. LAMPRE, in behalf of the New Pan- 
ama Canal Company, now offers io 
transfer to the United States all the 
rights and property of the company in 
the unfinished canal for $40,000,000, 
which is the estimate of value placed 
upon it by the Walker Canal Commis- 
sion. This offer should be considered by 
Congress and by the American people 
free from prejudice arising either from 
the unfortunate history of DE LEssEPs’s 
great undertaking, or from the somewhat 
vociferous and manifestly interested ad- 
vocacy of this route which has made it- 
self heard since the ratification of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty and the report of 
the Canal Commission have seemingly 
brought us to the point of beginning the 
Nicaraguan Canal. 

While prejudice should not blind us to 
any advantages possessed by the Pan- 
ama route, candid consideration must be 
given to some of the circumstances to 
which the present 
enterprise in the public 
Washington and elsewhere is due. M. 
LAMPRE offers us a piece of property 
worth absolutely nothing to its present 
owners, since he declared in his state- 
ment before the Serate 
other day that if he should fail to make 
a sale to us his company would be una-

Canal 
Ccmmission, reports that the 
property and rights are worth $40,000,- 
000 to us. A private corporation, if it 
were a sharp trader, might wait for the 
French company to go to pieces and 
then acquire its canal for a nominal sum. 
The United States cannot afford to be a 
sharp trader. If the work done and the 
property owned by the French company 
are worth $40,000,000 to us we ought as 
a Nation to be willing to pay that sum. 
It is to be remembered that the old 
company and the liquidator took from 
the pockets of the French people $246,- 
706,431 for the construction of this canal 
and the incidental briberies and extrav- 
agances, and that the securities issued 
to raise this money had a face value of 
$435,559,332. It would not be a becom- 
ing or friendly act for the United States 
to enter into possSession of the 
property without making compensation 
at least equal to its actual value. 

Certain American financiers a few 
years ago acquired what may best be de- 
scribed as a speculative interest in this 
Panama Canal transaction. There is rea- 
son to believe that this interest still ex- 
ists. Its representatives are 
advocacy of the purchase of the Panama 
Canal and in denunciation of the Nica- 
ragua undertaking as foolish and im- 
practicable. The fact that these gentle- 
men will profit by the sale of the Panama 
property should not prejudice Congress 
against M. Lamprn’s offer, but their ar- 
guments, of course, are entitled only to 
such consideration as the buyer com- 
monly gives to the observations of the 
seller. 

Another class of advocates of the Pan- 
ama purchase whose arguments will be 
disregarded are the enemies of every kind 
of project for building an isthmian canal. 
Not long ago they fought the Nicaragua 
Canal by fighting the ratification of 
the original Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
They thought they had triumphed when 
the Senate rejected that convention. Now 
that the way is clear for the Nicaragua 
undertaking they suddenly discover that 
the Panama route is better and cheaper, 
and they eagerly urge the acceptance of 
the French company’s offer. Some light 
on the reality and nature of this opposi- 
tion to all canals may be gained from a 
perusal of the celebrated contract be- 
tween the Transcontinental Association 
of Railroads and the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, which Senator Morcan 
caused to be printed as a part of his 
speech in the Congressional Record of 
Jan. 7. The Senator from Alabama cor- 
rectly describes this covenant as a con- 
tract providing for the payment of $65,- 
000 a month to the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company by the railroads of which 
it was a competitor “ for the privilege of 
fixing a rate of freight and occupying 
those ships entirely with their freight, if 
they chose to put freight upon them, or, 
it not, to compel the people to ship across 
by rail.”

three steamers a month, upon any one 
steamer.’ The Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company at that time had an exclusive 
ecentract with the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany.

The fact that there is an interested and 
selfish advocacy of the Panama pur- 
chase makes it necessary for Congress to 
disregard all arguments save those based 
upon the relative financial, engineering, 
and commercial advantages of the route. 
And the earnestness with which the Pan- 
ama project is supported as against the 
Nicaragua route by persons who are evi- 
dently hostile to any canal suggests that 
the offer of the French company and the 
property and rights it has to sell should 
be examined with the utmost wariness 
of mind. There are very powerful inter- 
ests that would be delighted if we should 
buy for $40,000,000 a canal which we 
could never build. 


THE TUNNEL PROBLEM. 

The obvious uneasiness which exists in 
the inner recesses of the Grand Central 
Station, and for which it must be ad- 
mitted no little warrant exists at the 
moment, is doubtless tempered and miti- 
gated by the thought that every day 
gained removes something of the danger 
whieh menaces. In amother week or ten 
days the frightful rear-end collision will 
have become an old story. It will not 
have been forgotten, but its 
will be recalled more calmly than is now 
possible. Perhaps some of the official 
zeal which led every one who thought 
he was in a position to do something to 
bustle about making inquiries and prom- 
ising to accomplish great things will 
have evaporated, and the responsibility 
of really doing something will devolve 
upon those whose business it is to act 
in the premises. The longer such action 
is delayed the more perfunctory it is cer- 
tain to become. The Directors of the 
New York Central have been indicted 
before: they were also tried, and acquit- 
ted on the ground that they were not 
properly chargeable with personal knowl- 
edge of the conditions which resulted 
fatally. Such a verdict is quite possible 
in the present instance, if the trial is 
postponed long enough. The fever heat 
of public indignation burns itself out in 
time, and the hotter it is the quicker it 
is exhausted. It is very disquieting 
while it lasts, but it seldom lasts very 
long. 

The policy which the Central manage- 
ment has chosen to adopt in the past is 
one from which it cannot see its way 
clear to depart even in the exigent stress 
of the moment. The statement given out 
yesterday by President NEWMAN is just 
the sort of document which any one 
knowing the facts would have had rea- 
son to expect. The Directors “‘ deplore ”’ 
the recent accident and are sincerely 
sorry for the unfortunate sufferers and 
their families; but their plans for avoid- 
ing like accidents in future are wholly 
inadequate and are hedged round with 
impossible conditions. As the statement 
is given in full in our news columns it 
need not be repeated here. It announces 
that the company will not consider any 
change in their present arrangements as 
satisfactory which does not provide that 
Park Avenue shall be made an open cut 
through which it may run its locomo- 
tives forever, giving its passengers more 
light and better ventilation and creating 
an intolerable public nuisance through 
the centre of a populous and otherwise 
desirable resideritial district. Recogniz- 
ing, however, that up to the present time 
the popular opposition to this plan has 
offered insuperable obstacles—a form of 
words which would seem to indicate a 
hope that in future this opposition may 
be overcome—the management is pleased 
to announce that after a thorough inves- 
tigation of the subject it proposes to ex- 
ecavate a subterranean loop under the 
Grand Central Station, after which it 
will operate its suburban trains through 
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continue to run locomotives through its 
double-track main tunnel. ‘“ Before de- 
termining that electrical or some other 
power shall be substituted for steam for 
all trains entering the Grand Central 
Station, it must be demonstrated that 
the business can be safely and promptly 
handled in that way; therefore it is con- 
templated to make the experiment in the 
side tunnels and the underground sta- 
tion.” 

To enable the company to carry out 
this tentative plan certain important 
concessions will be necessary, including 
the right to construct and operate a 
tunnel under portions of Forty-third, 
Forty-fourth, and Forty-fifth Streets 
and Park, Vanderbilt, and Depew Ave- 
nues., Against granting the company 
any rights or privileges whatever on any 
such tentative promises as they have 
made to venture such experimental elec- 
trical installation as may seem to the 
Directors convenient and advantageous, 
we enter our emphatic and unconditional 
protest. They are not in a position to 
make terms.

The same good burgher who rates the 
English several degrees below their 
worth because of their cupidity and 
blundering in South Africa becomes a 
mere foaming mass of profanity at the 
suggestion that some of the Poles of 
Prussia may not yearn for that brand of 
German culture which is represented by 
the Prussian birchrod, the drill ser- 
geant, and the bureaucrat military and 
civil.

Von BupLtow gives Polenthum notice 
that German Germany will not tolerate 
the slightest sign of dissatisfaction on 
the part of Polish Germany is somewhat 
of a surprise in view of his very recent 
dismissal of the matter because it was a 
Prussian, not a German, affair.

MARCK did not win laurels in the Kultur- 
kampf. What appears from the com- 
plaints of the few representatives of the 
Poles in the Reichstag and from all this 
swaggering on the part of the Chancel- 
lor is the fact that Prussia is becoming 
Polish—and that the bad times will accel- 
erate the migration of Germans across 
the ocean and the filling of their places 
still more with the Polish laboring popu- 
lation to the eastward. But if this is in- 
evitable, what is the use of calling names 
and threatening all sorts of punishment, 
holding out hopes to the rabid German 
partisans which cannot be fulfilled with- 
out persecution and a possible bloody 
rev olution? 


MR. WESTINGHOUSE ON ELECTRICAL 
DANGERS. 

The letter of Mr. GEORGE 
HOUSE, Which we print elsewhere in this 
issue, on the dangers of electrical power 
installations, especially in tunnels, is 
undoubtedly of interest, but it will be 
read with surprise, and even with con- 
sternation, by electrical engineers. Mr. 
WESTINGHOUSE undoubtedly has_ the 
right to hold the views he expresses, but 
why he should hold them is likely to be 
the subject of no little speculation. If 
Mr. JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER should send 
us a letter discouraging the general use 
of refined petroleum because of its fire 
if Mr. CARNEGIE should feel 
called upon to say in a letter to the 
editor that, owing to its lack of uni- 
formity and its general untrustworthi- 
ness as a material, steel introduced dan- 
gers which were not attendant upon the 
employment of iron, and engineers 
should be very cautious how they speci- 
fied it, we should regard such letters as 
interesting news, even if not of 
great value as contributions to technical 
literature. We are compelled to place 
Mr. WESTINGHOUSE’s letter on the dan- 
gers of electrical power installations in 
the same classification. 

Mr. WESTINGHOUSE is too good an elec- 
trical engineer not know that the 
system which permitted the destruction 
of the train in the Liverpool tunnel em- 
ployed the open switch, which is not 
used anywhere in this country in good 
practice. Mr. WESTINGHOUSE enormous- 
ly exaggerates the dangers attending 
the use of the currents needed to move 
heavy trains with modern installations, 
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and he quite overlooks in his academic 
discussion of the subject the fact that to 
overcome difficulties is to make progress. 
The danger to be apprehended from the 
use of electric power in the Park Ave- 
nue tunnel depends upon the manner in 
which the system is designed and in- 
stalled. Nothing connected with rail- 
roading can be made absolutely safe, for 
the reason that no one has yet invented 
the fool-proof method of doing anything. 
The fact remains, however, that to move 
by electricity into and out of the city 
all the traffic which crosses Harlem 
River will establish standards of safety 
and comfort impossible with steam. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Our confident expectation that Mr. 
CHARLES M. ScHWAB would speedily realize 
the injury done to himself and others by 
the reports of his doings at Monte Carlo, 
and that he would hasten to deny the ac- 
curacy of the stories, was justified by the 
dispatch from him which we published yes- 
terday. It must be admitted, however, 
that the dispatch did little more than make 
the best of a bad case, and that, instead of 
denying the gambling, it merely denied that 
the gambling was ‘ sensational.’” We do 
not remember any statement that it was, 
in the sense in which Mr. SCHWAB un- 
doubtedly uses the word—in the sense that 
the sums staked were such that the loss 
of them would be of any particular conse- 
quence to him. As a matter of fact, the 
money feature of the episode was triyial, 
considering Mr. Scuwas’'s probable posses- 
sions and his unquestionable earning ca- 
pacity, and there is little necessity, for 
present purposes, to discuss the moral is- 
sues involved. The “ sensation’’ was due 
to the revelation that a man who has as- 
sumed responsibilities so numerous and so 
heavy should publicly join the intellectual 
and social dregs of Europe around the 
gaming tables of Monte Carlo, and there 
make a more or less prolonged effort to 
“beat’’ a game which to a mathematical 
certainty cannot be beaten. It was the folly 
of the proceeding, quite as much as its 
wickedness or its bad taste, that shocked 
the business world, while the world not of 
business noted with disdainful amusement 
that this great captain of industry and 
finance could find nothing better to do 
with his rare leisure than to participate in 
an ignoble and hopeless battle with the 
laws of chance. Perhaps if Mr. ScHowaB 
had more of the education which it is his 
habit to decry as useless for men of affairs 
he would not have betrayed so pitiful a lack 
of mental resources the moment he was 
freed from his accustomed occupations, 
and, with the doors to all the artistic and 
historic treasures of Europe opened by his 
wealth, he would not have been obliged 
to offend and alarm so large a fraction of 
his fellow-countrymen. 


—Sydney, Australia’s “‘ mother city,” is 
now demanding attention as “the only 
known metropolis and leading seaport pos- 
sessing a colliery at its very threshold.”

After another 
long delay a company with £500,000 capital 
was formed in England and actual work 
of sinking a shaft was begun in 1897, at a 
point facing the entrances to the Parra- 
matta and Lane Cove Rivers, and oppo- 
site the great Government docks at Cocka- 
too Island and the equally large private 
docks in course of construction at Wool- 
wich. The configuration of the site in its 
natural condition was that common to the 
unimproved shores of the harbor, steep 
cliffs rising from the water’s edge, and 
thence receding by rugged, rocky slopes. 
On Nov. 21, 1901, coal was struck at a 
depth of 2,880 feet, but the main seam lies 
about fifty feet lower down. By the time 
the main seam is reached, over £1,000,000 
will have been expended in sinking what 
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the southern hemisphere. A generous re- 
turn for all this expense is expected, how- 
ever, for the company estimates the amount 
of coal soon to be at its command at 113,- 
000,000 tons. When in operation the col- 
liery will give tydney a cheap and plentiful 
supply of fuel, conveniently placed for 
loading upon ships of all sizes, and sure, 
the citizens of the place believe, to attract 
there manufacturing Industries of all kinds.

in the New York Central tunnel. For the 
foes of the undertaking will now hardly 
venture to repeat what has been in the past 
almost their only argument, that the pres- 
ent service is thoroughly adequate for meet- 
ing all demands, and that the inhabitants 
of the suburban territory to the northward 
are carried back and forth between the 
city and their homes as swiftly and safely 
as they can reasonably expect. For years 
those inhabitants have had the gravest of 
doubts as to the truth of such statements, 
and the disaster which fell with crushing 
force on New Rochelle has vastly em- 
phasized the old yearning for more, as well 
as better, transportation facilities. There 
is, too, a general feeling that, even after 
the smoke and steam have been removed 
from the tunnel, the great and underlying 
source of danger, as distinguished from 
physical suffering due to the inhalation of 
noxious gases, will still remain so long as 
two big railroads and a little one carry 
practically all the traffic of a large and 
densely populated area over four tracks 
used by the three in common. The Port 
Chester line, connecting with the elevated 
and subterranean roads and with all the 
urban trolleys, would materially decrease 
this congestion, or would at least put an 
end for some time to its present steady 
increase. Unquestionably the tunnel should 
be equipped with electrical traction, but 
that is not the extent of New York's de- 
sires or needs. We want more gates—all 
the gates our geographical conditions, 
which are both fortunate and unfortunate, 
will permit us to have. We want the 
Port Chester line, not because that will be 
sufficient, but because it seems to be the 
one thing just now obtainable. Any way, 
next Tuesday's hearing will be interesting. 
——~There is a vast deal of suggestion in 
one passage of the speech which Dr. As- 
BOTT made this week to the members of 
the Nineteenth Century Club. It that 
in which he declared, reported, that 
‘Congress must find out, not what laws 
to make, but what laws to discover.’’ To 
say that Congress, and all legislative 
bodies, large and small, for that matter, 
should discover laws instead of making 
them, would perhaps better express the 
doctor’s idea, and possibly he did give it 
some such form. However that may be, 
the idea Is a large one. The scientific in- 
vestigator never thinks of making laws; 
he only formulates such as he finds or 
thinks he finds exemplified in the activities 
of nature. To some degree, at least, the 
legislator could and ought to do the same 
thing. It may be that the legislation com- 
mon to all nations, and enforced, that is, 
submitted to, by them all, are laws self- 
existent and not made, but unconsciously 
discovered, while the huge mass of special 
statutes are merely false or inaccurate 
hypotheses. Certainly some of them are 
not even good working hypotheses. Dr. 
ABBOTT should develop his idea at length. 
There is a lot to say about it, and he is 
thoroughly competent to do the saying. 
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ELECTRICITY’S DANGERS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It may prove useful at this moment to 
direct the attention of the press to certain 
features incident to the use of electricity 
for the operation of trains or cars. 

From the comments which have already 
been made in regard to the accident which 
is now uppermost in our minds, it seems to 
be assumed that such accident would in all 
probability not have occurred if the collid- 
ing trains had been propelled by electricity, 
and also that the absence of steam would 
have lessened the risk to the occupants of 
the telescoped cars. 

As a matter of fact, with an electrically 
operated train the risk of accident will, 
judging by experience, be increased rather 
than diminished because of the presence of 
the heavy electrical machinery which it is 
proposed to attach to several cars of each 
train. Already there have been many seri- 
ous collisions with great loss of life be- 
tween electric cars, while there have been 
numerous cases tn New York and other 
places in which cars have been quickly de- 
stroyed by fires which have resulted from 
some derangement of the electrical appar- 
atus or circuits, and in some instances so 
quickly that passengers have had scarcely 
time to escape to the street. 

It should be borne in mind that the elec- 
tric energy required to operate a heavy 
train is sufficient to melt a considerable 
bar of iron, or to start a dangerous fire, if 
anything goes wrong upon a car of ordi- 
nary combustible construction, much more 
readily than the car stove, the use of which 
has been abolished by law. Therefore, if a 


collision were to occur between two elec- | 


trically fitted trains, each having several 
combustible cars thereof fitted with elec- 
trical apparatus and carrying electrical cir- 
cuits throughout, there could be an acci- 
dent of so serious a character as to start 
an agitation having for its purpose the abo- 
lition of the use of electricity altogether, 
or at least to compel the railway compa- 
nie@ to abandon the use of combustible cars 
fitted with electric motors. 

The destruction by fire of a car or train 
upon a street or upon a level is one thing, 
but such an occurrence upon an elevated 
railway or in a tunnel can have conse- 
quences the contemplation of which should 
lead to wise regulations governing the con- 
struction and use of electrically propelled 
trains and thereby insure to the public the 
rapid development of electric traction. 

In Liverpool, during the past month, an 
electric train, while running in a_ short 
tunnel, was set on fire by the electric cur- 
rent and totally destroyed, with considera- 
ble loss of life.

I have for some time talked 
with capable men on this subject, and am 
about to gather them together for the pur- 
pose of forming a guild of handicraft on the 
lines of the art workers’ guild in London, 
originally formed by William Morris, whe 
was its first *‘ master.”’ 

It has been my privilege to attend many 
of its meetings at Clifford's Inn. The mas- 
ter of the guild, as Chairman, conducts the 
fortnightly meetings. Different members 
are invited to address on a given subject 
previously determined, the members being 
notified what subject is to be under dis- 
cussion, the lecturer always being an ex- 
pert and usually displaying on the walls 
drawings made specially to illustrate his 


subject. After the talk members discuss 
the lecture.

DANISH ISLANDS SENTIMENT, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the columns of your paper of the 3ist 
ult. I read with some amusement Mr. 
Stephen G. Williams’s eager endeavor to 
make us understand that the anti-sale 
demonstration successfully carried out in 
Christiansted, Santa Cruz, was, according 
to cable information, tendered him from 
that island, nothing less than a farce, non- 
representative, composed solely of a paid 
official, two planters, two shop keepers, and 
500 women and children, who were served 
with flags, food, and drink. The promot- 
ers of this “ farce,”’ at all events, tried to 
“‘do the thing”’ in no mean spirit, and I 
presume the flags were Danish, and the 
drinks soft; for the patriotic parade (it was 


such in spite of Mr. Williams’s misgivings) 
was well conducted and very orderly, al- 
though Mr. Williams does not impart to us 
this fact, 

I would like to have Mr. Williams let 
us know who ve him the misinformation 
cabled, and which he was so anxious to 
make us accept, for the importance of his 
statement depends largely on the nation- 
ality, standing, and interests in the matter 
affecting the sender of Mr. Wiillams’s 
message. I do not know what Mr. Will- 
iamins’s agent may consider a representa- 
tive body, but by his own cable, I note 
that in that ‘ farce” there were represent- 
ed the civil service branch, the agricul- 
tural branch, the commercial branch, and 
I will throw in the 500 women and children 
without any comments, and when we con- 
sider the size, population, and importance 
of Santa Cruz, and the important fact that 
all in that demonstration were loyal Danish 
subjects, who are the ones to be consulted 
in the affair, it certainly seems to me that 
Mr. Williams has been misled. 

On good authority I can state that at 
yresent all the inhabitants of the Danish 

slands are opposed to their transfer to the 

United States or any other country. Thera 
are four or five agents of American firms 
in the Island of Santa Cruz, whoare the sole 
agitators in favor of the sale. These 
agents are naturally backed up by their 
firms in New York, for their interests in 
Santa Cruz are ail in sugar plantations, and 
once the islands are American, these firms, 
naturally expect to save $35 per ton, more 
less, on sugar duties, but these are 
not Danish subjects, and consequently have 
no right to cast their votes for the sale 
of the islands, although they are certainly 
entitled to wish the sale. The writer is 
quite indifferent concerning the future fate 
of those islands, although he sees no ne- 
cessity for them as a naval station, since 
the Island of Culebra meets all require- 
ments for this purpose, but I really do 
think that if Mr. Williams had not known 
that that demonstration was otherwise 
than “a farce,"’ he and his informers would 
have taken little notice of same. TG

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


John Parker Iisley. 

John Parker Lsley, who for a considera- 
ble number of years Was prominently con- 
nected with railroading in the West, died 
at his residence, 20 Stuyvesant Place, New 
Brighton, Staten Island, on Tuesday.

He was a prominent member of the Uni- 
tarian Church of Germantown, Philade!l- 
phia, where he resided for over thirty 
years, and a member of the New England 
Society of Philadelphia. His widow, two 
daughters, and two sons survive him.

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YALE BEAT PRINCETON 


The Orange and Black Hockey 
Team Failed to Score. 


WINNERS MADE SEVEN GOALS 


Columbia's Seven Was Beaten by the 
Second Team of the New York 
Athletic Club. 


Yale defeated Princeton in the opening 
hockey game of the intercollegiate cham- 
Pionship series at the St. Nicholas Rink 
last night. After two halves, in which ex- 
citing incidents were few, the wearers of 
the blue won without difficulty by the 
score of 7 to 0. 

Throughout the opening part of the first 
half honors were comparatively even, with 
the advantage possibly a shade in favor of 
Yale, due to her far greater ability in 
shooting for goal. This advantage indeed 
Was the prime cause of the New Haven 
team’s victory, for whenever Princeton had 
a chance to shoot the puck went wobbling 
with little force or accuracy. Team work 
Was incidental; if a player felt in the 
humor he passed the puck to a team mate; 
if he forgot it didn’t matter. During the 
first half of the second period, though 
Princeton had occasional spurts, Yale got 
two points more, and then began to play 
for time, but Princeton had shot her bolt, 
and Yale seemed to score at will. The 
game began with a rush to the Princeton 
goal, and twice Yale nearly scored. After 
Nevins’s shot had been stopped by Brown, 
Purnell raced the length of the rink for an 
ineffectual shot. Although the game was 
barely a minute old, the players were 
breathing hard and rough play was notice- 
able. The contest was one of individual 
work, and team play was sadly lacking. 
A fierce scrimmage by the Yale net fur- 
nished an exciting moment, but olever de- 
fense prevented a Nassau score. 

After fifteen minutes’ play Inman, who 
played by all odds the best game for Yale, 
carried the puck down the ice, and, blocked 
by Purnell, passed the disk to Nevins, who, 
attacked by Sheffield, in turn, sent the 
rubber to Snow, who with a clean drive 
smashed it into the net. Two minutes later 
Inman again took the implement down the 
ice, and three feet from the net drove the 
puck to Brown, who checked it, but Nevins, 
close behind, in a fierce scrimmage, sent it 
carroming into the net. Play grew rougher, 
less scientific, and also less interesting, and 
the half closed without more scoring. 

At the start of the second half Ogden 
Was hit in the eye with the puck, and had 
to retire in favor of Leake. he game con- 
tinued at about the same pace as in the 
first half, frequent scrimmages and long, if 
ineffectual, dashes being the order. Inman, 
after six minutes’ play, in a long rush, 
scored Yale’s third goal. Princeton in the 
course of the next few minutes had two 
sudden bursts of speed when Leake came 
rushing down the ice and twice nearly 
scored, but Yale shortly got her fourth 
point in a shot by Nevins. Purnell was 
ruled off for hitting Snow over the shins.

SPORT FOR CURLERS 


Dalrymple Medal Won by the South 
Scotland Rinks. \ 


PLAYED AT VAN CORTLANDT 


Mounted Policeman Scores a Victory 
for the Defeated Side—Ellin Wins 
the Hoogland Flag. 


Curlers were out in considerable force 
yesterday on Van Cortlandt Lake, and the 
scene was the merriest that has been wit- 
nessed on the ice there this season. The 
curlers have had little opportunity thus 
far to enjoy their favorite sport, and the 
match that was played yesterday has twice 
been postponed on account of the vagaries 
of the weather. Weatherbeaten old curlers 
who learned how to throw the stones years 
ago on Scottish lakes were opposed to 
younger and native enthusiasts, and both 
stones and brooms were kept going at a 
lively pace over the portion of the lake re- 
served for the game. 

The match was the first this season held 
under the auspices of the Grand National 
Curling Club of America and the Darlymple 
medal was the trophy. The opposing rinks 
were composed of players representing re- 
spectively the North and South of Scot- 
land. It was the twenty-fifth time that 
these rival representatives have met in 


this country to play for the medal, and in 
honor of the quarter centennial a larger 
number of spectators than usual gathered 
to cheer their favorite sides to victory. The 
North Scotch curlers held the medal last 
year and had also won it the previous 
year, but yesterday they had to hand the 
coveted prize over to their friends from 
the South. Four opposing rinks were on 
each side, and the total result gave 57 
points to the players from the South and 
6560 to the North. 

The contest was close, the scores of the 
first three rinks giving but a margin of 
one point for the South, the figures being 
41 to 40. It all depended upon the prowess 
of the fourth rink, and the North curlers 
made a mighty effort to cut down the slim 
lead and retain the medal for a third year. 
‘They failed, however, being beaten by 16 
to 10. The four players on the South side 
were all from the Yonkers Curling Club, 
and they played with accuracy, scarcely 
making a mistake. The four North men 
had three Caledonian curlers—David Foulis, 
the veteran Secretary of the Grand Curling 
Club; John Stalker, and If. T. Archibald, 
while James F. Conley was from the St. 
Andrew's Club. Archibald was weaker 
than usual in his place as skip, and was 
outplayed and outgeneraled by Robert El- 
lin, the skip for the South rink. 

As Ellin's rink defeated its opponents by 
the greatest margin, Robert Ellin received 
the Hoogiland flag, which is always award- 
ed in this contest to the skip of the rink 
which defeats its opponent by the largest 
number. W. G. Fraser of the South rink, 
2, won the Kirkpatrick Medal for defeating 
his opponents by the next highest number, 
13 to 10 being the respective results. The 
players in the first rink had the closest 
match, resulting in a tie with 15 for each.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


There was a distinct improvement in 
the tone of the stock market yesterday, a 
decided falling off in the selling pressure, 
and a much better demand for good 
stocks. This demand came in part from 
the public, who were attracted by the 
low figures, and in part from some of 
the larger banking intérests in the Street, 
who were apparently not disposed to al- 
low too free rein to those operators who 
lately have been selling stocks rather = 
freely—this selling in the last few days , 
being principally for the short account. 

This, what may be termed inside sup- 
port, was most conspicuous in the Unit- 
ed States Steel stocks, in Union Pacific, 
and in the Vanderbilt group, and, inas-— 
much as it appeared early in the day, 
had stimulating and encouraging effect. 
Nevertheless, the professionals remained 
bearish and continued to sell stocks short 
up to the close of business. Yet so well © 
were the offerings absorbed that at the — 
close of the day advances of from 1 to 2 
points were quite general, being shared 
in by such conspicuous. shares as New 
York Central, St. Paul, Northwest, Union 
Pacific, Rock Island, Erie second pre- 
ferred, Hocking Valley, the Readings, 
Pacific Mail, Pacific Coast, Illinois Cen- 
tral, Amalgamated Copper, and American 
Sugar. So well, indeed, were prices main- 
tained that even a four-point break in 
People’s Gas had little effect, and that of 
no lasting or substantial nature. 

Generally the news developments of the 
day were favorable. They included an 
increase of 1 per cent. in Nickel Plate 
second preferred dividend; the announce- 
ment that New York Central stockhold- 
ers are to receive valuable rights in con- 
nection with the proposed increase in the 
capital stock of the company from $115,- 
000,000 to $150,000,000; very positive de- 
nials of any friction between the Harri- 
man and Hill interests growing out of 
either the Burlington control or any other 
matter; statements that there was no 
justification for the report that “ some- 
thing was hanging over the market” in 
the nature of a failure of some kind or 
other; the reported recovery of James R, 
Keene, evidenced by renewed activity of 
Keene brokers on the buying side of the © 
market; and the distinct ease in money 
rates. 

London did little in this market yester- 
day, trading in all in about 10,000 shares, 
half purchases and half sales, the pur- 
chases representing the final dealings for 
that account. 


MONEY FROM JERSEY CITY. 


There came from Jersey City yesterday, 
and was given to one prominent money 
broker to lend, the sum of $10,000,000, 
which had been temporarily withdrawn 
from deposit in the New York banks to) 
escape the taxation on bank deposits made 
on the second Monday in January. This it 
was that brought about the marked ease 


in money yesterday, call rates at one time 
falling as low as 3 per cent., with most of 
the day’s loans at 4 per cent. 

In large measure this explains the failure 
of the bank statements of the last two 
weeks to reflect the heavy gain in cash re- 
sulting to the banks from the interior 
movement. Though the known movements 
of money in those two weeks showed a net 
gain of fully $16,000,000, the actual returns 
showed figures of barely half that amount. 
Next Saturday’s bank statement should, 
therefore, reflect this return of deposits.

In the pit is a junction box of 
the Consolidated Electrical Subway Com- 
pany, where ten heavy cables, charged with 
lighting currents from the generating plant 
of the Edison Electric Light and Power 
Company, in West Twenty-sixth Street, 
come together. The cause of the explosion 
is said to be due to imperfect insulation, 
which caused gas that leaked into the man- 
hole to explode. Workmen soon replaced 
the outer cover, and the extent of the 
damage to the installation beneath was not 
revealed.

ELECTRICITY FOR MACY & CO. 


Plant That Is Building the Largest in 
New York for Lighting. 

The plant for lighting the new store of 
R. H. Macy & Co., now under construction 
at Broadway and Thirty-fourth Street, will 
be the largest isolated lighting plant in 
York. From a description of it pre- 
pared for The Electrical World and Engi- 
neer, the following particulars are taken: 

The plant will have a capacity of 2,000 
kilowatt, entirely for lighting purposes, as 
but a very small portion of it will be called 
into requisition for operating the ventilat- 
ing apparatus, pneumatic cash carrier sys- 
tem, and some small pumping equipments. 
The elevators to be installed in the building 
will be worked by hydraulic power. The 
generators, consisting of four direct-cur- 
rent, 110-volt, direct-connected machines of 
400 kilowatts each. and, two equipments of 
a similar description, having a capacity otf 
“00 kilowatts each, have been ordered from 
the Western Electric Company of New 
york City. The contract for the engines 
intended to drive the larger generators calls 
for Rice-Sargent machines, four compound 
Corliss type slow-speed, 100 revolutions per 
having a nominal capacity of 6uU 
horse power each. They will be built at the 
Provi- 


dence, i 

The engines for operating the two 200- 
kilowatt generators will also be of Corliss 
type single-valve, of 320 horse power each. 
These, however, have not yet been’ con- 
tracted for, nor have the 1,500 are lamps 
and 6,000 incandescent lamps of 16 candle 
power each, which will be required.

The officers and Directors of both corpora- 
tions, who, except uimself, Mr. Boaz says, 
reside in Pennsylvania, have, he avers, 
practically surrendered all their powers to 
Frank W. Coolbaugh, the President of both 
corporations; and the New York company 
intends to transfer all its profits to the 
Pennsylvania company without considera- 
tion. An interlocutory judgment, rendered 
last July at Special Term, sustaining de- 
-murrers to the complaint, has now been re- 
versed by the Appellate Division. One 
ground of the demurrer was that no de- 
mand had been made upon the company or 
its Board of Directors to bring the action, 
Justice Laughlin, giving the unanimous 
opinion on appeal, Says the facts to be in- 
ferred from the complaint, by fair intend- 
ment, are that the officers of the New 
York corporation ** have given the use of all 
its property to a rival foreign corporation, of 
which they are also the officers and Di- 
rectors, without consideration, and are 
likewise about to transfer the legal title 
without consideration and without the con- 
sent of the stockholders.
